E find many things done under forms of corporate organization 


which are clearly against the public welfare as well as against all 
principles of private morality., and so we strike at corporations, 
and striking at corporations, embarrass the business of the coun- 
try. 
There is no such thing as corporate morality or corporate 


integrity or corporate responsibility. Every transaction that Is 
against the public welfare or right principle can be traced, if we 


will but take the pains to trace it. to some individual or body of individuals 
who are responsible for it. and those individuals should be punished without 
fear or favor, without checking the courses of the country's business. We 
must analyze our new methods of business so as to rediscover the mdlvidiial 
in them and hold him to his personal responsibility. This, and not methods of 
government supervision, is the task of the enlightened lawyer and legislature, 
if we would bring back to America her great fame and leadership in the 
world of politics and law. It is difficult; it can be accomplished only by the 
most careful analysis of the facts; hut it can be accomplished, and It will 
set us free alike" from individual crime In the field of business and from 
governmental tutelage in the field of politics. Our iwo tasks are to break up 
monopolies and rediscover the Individual in all matters of legal responsibility, 


j Governmental supervision will not free us or moralize it; it will In the long 


run ensave us and demoralize us. 
But Individual responsibility and an

The Late Miss Leader 


A special dispatch to the Philadelphia 
Ledger from Hanover says : 


Hanover, Jan. 29.—Some interesting 
facte concerning the life of Miss Virginia 
Leader, an aged woman who died here 
last week, have just become known, She 
was aecluse, and never rode in a street car, 
visited a theatre or saw a telephone. She 
had not been away from her home except 
twice in 50 years. The first time was dur­ 
ing the battle of Hanover, in June, 1863, 
when the Confederates entered her fath­ 
er’s printing office, which adjoined the 
housej and threatened to burn it. Then 
she sought refuge in Center Square, and 
although she lived within a block of the 
square, that was the only lime she enter­ 
ed it in half a century, The second time 
she left her home was when it was sold, 
about five years ago, and she was com* 
pelled to remove. She had not been away 
from Hanover since 1856. 


Slayer of White Not Guilty On Ground 


of Insanity. 


New York, Feb. 3.—After furiously 
reviling his attorneys because they did 
not procure his instant freedom, Harry 
K. Thaw, who was acquitted of the 
murder of Stanford White, was thrust 
within the gloomy portals of Mattea- 
wan asylum for the criminal insane. 


Thaw upon his acquittal by the jury 
had expected to go free, but Justice 
Victor J. Dowling, immediately follow­ 
ing the rendition of the verdict, an­ 
nounced that the testimony adduced by 
defense in the long trial had convinced 
him that the defendant could not safe­ 
ly be set at liberty, and he, therefore, 
directed his incarceration at Mattea- 
wan as a dangerous lunatic. 


L a w y e r Dan O’Reilly said that the^ 
|‘lawyers would get together and decide* 
on what course to take to liberate 
Thaw from the asylum. "There are 
two courses open to us," he said. “We 
can secure a writ of habeas corpus and 
take Thaw before a jury and have his 
sanity questioned in that way or we 
can begin an action against the sheriff 
for illegal detention, in which case a 
sheriff's jury would pass upon Thaw's 
present condition of mind. In any 
event we shall haye the question 
thrashed out before a jury at the earli­ 
est opportunity and have no doubt we 
will be able to convince the Jury that 
he is sane and rational now. We shall 
have Thaw out of Matteawan before 
•the summer/' 


NEARLY KILLED IN PULPIT 


Ten-Pound Ornament Struck Preacher 
On Head While Praying. 


Washington, Feb. 3.—Rev. Dr. Frank 
Bristol, pastor of the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal church, had a 
narrow escape from death in his pulpit. 
While he was offering prayer, a plate 
ornament, weighing ten pounds fell 
from the celling, a distance of fifty 
feet, striking him a glancing blow on 
the head. He fell to the floor uncon­ 
scious and bleeding from a severo 
scalp wound. 
He is suffering from 
nervous shock, but his condition is not 
considered serious. No one knew for 
the moment what had happened. The 
first impression was that a bomb had 
been thrown. There was a period of 
commotion and outcry as the congre­ 
gation rose, some rushing for the door, 
when an appeal to be calm averted 
what might have been a panic.

Woodbury, N. J F e b . 3. — Charles 
Budd, a young farmer boy, who had 
been working at League Island navy 
yard, but was 
laid off, took 
what 
ready money he had, went into Mary­ 
land, bought 1400 bushels of corn at 
fifty-three cents a bushel, ineluding 
the freight to this city, where h • read­ 
ily sold it at fifty-seven cents, netting 
a cool $70 in a few hours. 


Lisbon, Feb. 4.—Under a new re­ 
gime, with a new king and the estab 
fishment of a new cabinet, Portugal 
seems to be for the moment at peace 
There is an underlying current of rev 
elutions, however, and the strictest 
measures are being taken to preserve 
order. 


Premier Franco resigned for fear his 
continuance in office would plunge the 
country into rebellion. The premier has 
been considered directly responsible 
for the political turmoil which result 
ed In the assassination of the king, 
and his withdrawal from power is re 
garded as holding a promise of politi 
cal tranquility. 


A new cabinet has been formed un 
der the presidency of Rear Admiral 
Ferreira De Amalar, a member of the 
Progressist-Dissident party. 


Premier Franco proclaimed the ac 
cession 
of 
Prince 
Manuel 
to 
the 
throne, the naval and military chiefs, 
the high dignitaries or state swore ai 
legiance to the new king, and Portugal 
still lived under a monarchy. 


Returning from a sojourn at the king’i 
estate at Villa Vicosa, accompanied 
by the queen, the crown prince and 
the 
Infant 
Manuel, 
the 
sovereign 
seemingly was in happy mood when 
he stepped into the carriage in wait­ 
ing at the railroad station. 


The entire court, ministers and la­ 
dies in waiting and many army offi 
cers were in the station when the 
train drawing the royal family pulled 
In. The weather was glorious, almost 
like summer, with warm, soft breezes 
blowing in from the ocean. 


It was because of the beautiful 
weather that an open carriage was in 
waiting for the royal family, and when 
they took their places they were greet­ 
ed with some lifting of hats, but most­ 
ly in silence. Then as the carriage 
sharply turned into the Rua Do Ar­ 
senal there was a crackling of guns, 
and a shower of bullets tore their way 
into the bodies of the king and crown 
prince and the little prince, who proved 
an easy target. The assassins, numb­ 
ering six in all, boldly ran up to the 
sides of the carriage and poured in a 
hail of lead before the stupefied escort 
could intervene. The king and crown 
prince, half rising, fell back Into the 
cushions, the blood gushing from many 
wounds. The coachman brought his 
whip across the flanks of his horses, 
and with a bound they dashed away, 
disappearing into the arsenal quad­ 
rangle. 
The panic stricken people, 
who had fled on all sides, could see the 
queen leaning over the crown prince 
and her younger son, who also was 
bleeding from wounds made by the 
assassins bulleUs. 


How many gtiots were fired no one 
can say. but it was a veritable fusillade 
coming from the right side of the 
street. The effort of the crown prince, 
who was sitting opposite to the king, 
to rise, was pitiful and without avail, 
for he just lifted himself sufficently to 
pitch forward and fall over the pros­ 
trate body of his father. Queen Am- 
elie, uttering a scream that could be 
iieard by -all who had not become 
frenzied by th3 attack, threw herself 
towards her sons, shielding their bodies 
with her own 
She frantically struck 
at the murders with a bouquet of roses 
which she had been carrying, but even 
in the face of this the men fired again 
and again. As he saw his father and 
bis brother fall Prince Manuel whipped 
Dut a revolver and discharged it at the 
men, but was himself struck on tho 
right arm by a bullet from a carbine. 
A footman in the carriage also was 
wounded and it was stated that a bullet 
grazed the queen's shoulder but did 
not do her, harm. 


Shot In the Back, 


Only mounted police accompanied 
the carriage, as the king had refused 
military escort. The attack came from 
the rear, for it was found afterward 
that the king had been shot in the 
back of the neck, and it was so entire­ 
ly unexpected that the murderers had 
emptied their carbines and revolvers 
almost before the police knew what 
was going on, and had turned to flee 
into 
the 
crowds 
that 
now 
panic 
stricken had pressed back before their 
weapons. 
Then the guard charged 
upon them, pusuing them down the 
streets and riddling three of them with 
bullets. Hundreds of the people Joined 
in the pursuit and others of the band 
of assassins were made prisoners. 


The principal regicide killed has been 
identified as Manuel Bulca, a sergeant 
in the Seventh cavalry, and a teacher 
in an elementary school 
For eight 
years he acted as a private tutor in 
this city. He was about thirty years 
of age. The two other assassins who 
were killed have 
been identified 
as 
store clerks, one being named Alfreda 
Costa. 


The royal carriage had by this time 
been driven into the quadrangle, and 
the gate» of the arsenal were shut. 
The grief of the queen and Prince 
Manuel was heartbreaking. Within a 
few minutes the queen mother, the 
Dowager Queen Maria Pia, the Duke oi 
Oporto, the kins’« brother, and the 


ministers of state assembled, all weep­ 
ing bitterly. 


Troop* Restore Order. 


The news of the assassination spread 
like wildfiro and thousands of people, 
bewildered and terrified, poured into 
the streets. Soon the troops and police 
occupied all the prominent places and 
the people hurried to their homes and 
barricaded the doors and windows to 
await in fear the unknown future. 
The strictest measures were taken by 
the officers in charge of the troops to 
suppress the slightest sign of disorder, 
but their work was light. There havo 
been no disturbances in Lisbon in tho 
last twenty four hours, and Sunday 
passed oft only in the deepest gloom, 
with the populace mourning on every 
hand. 


The bodies of king and crown prince 
rest in tho royal palace, and beside 
them the queen sat throughout the 
night, sometimes with her hand press­ 
ing the forehead of King Carlos and 
sometimes stroking tho face of the 
dead crown prince. 
The condition of 
the newly proclamed king, Manuel, is 
satisfactory to the physicians in at­ 
tendance. His wounds are not severe 
and if there are no complications, of 
which there are no signs now, he is 
expected to make speedy recovery. He 
carries his arm in a sling and declares 
that he suffers no p&in. * 


The bodies of King Carlos and 
Prince Luiz were embalmed and will 
lie in state according to the custom of 
the court. The funeral probably will 
be held on Feb. 10. 


Later came a solemn proclamation 
by King Manuel II., announcing that 
he would uphold the constitution and 
preserve the integrity of the kingdom.

Senor Pinto, ex-minister of war; the 
chief of the Conservatives, the chief 
of the Nationalists and a large number 
of military officials, who expressed their 
deepest sympathy. She has received 
condolences from the rulers of many 
countries, and 
from 
every quarter 
comes evidence to the Portugal court 
that the crime that has carried be­ 
reavement with it is viewed with 
horror. 


0RGES 
MORE 
RIGID 
LAWS 


Washington, Feb. 1.—With sledge- 
lammer force and in passionate lan­ 
guage, President Roosevelt, in a spe­ 
cial message to congress, read before 
that body, drives home his charge of 
the existence of a vast conspiracy of 
wealth to discredit the policies of the 
administration. 


The president again urges federal 
control of railroads, the supervision 
to be of wider scope than he has here­ 
tofore advocated. He wants the gov­ 
ernment empowered to make physical 
valuation of railroads, to supervise in 
some way their financial operations 
and to exercise whatever control may 
be found necessary over their physi­ 
cal operation. 


Not 
the 
least significant of the 
president's utterances is his warning 
of the dire evil to the republic and the 
“vindictive 
and 
dreadful 
reaction" 
which is to follow if a check is not 
placed upon the rich violators of the 
law. 


Mr. Roosevelt, however, makes it 
plain that the administration's policies 
are not directed against law-abiding 
corporations, but that It is the desire 
to protect tho property of every hon­ 
est man and to prevent wrong-doing. 


"Certain representatives of preda­ 
tory 
wealth," 
says 
the 
president, 
"have banded together to overthrow 
and discredit all who honestly admin­ 
ister the law, to prevent legislation 
which would restrain them, to secure 
freedom 
from 
all 
restraint 
which 
would 
permit 
every 
unscrupulous 
wrongdoer to do what he wished un­ 
checked, providing he has the money." 


In plain words, Mr. Roosevelt says 
the protestations of the Standard Oil 
trust and Santa Fe railroad that no 
rebates were given or accepted are 
false. Attacks on the administration, 
he declares positively, are made espe 
daily in the Interest of the Standard 
Oil trust and of certain notorious 
railroad combinations. 


With regard to the Standard Oil 
company, he says: 


"The methods by which the Stand­ 
ard Oil people and those engaged in 
the other combinations of which I 
have spoken 
above have achieved 
great fortunes can only be Justified 
by the advocacy of a system of moral­ 
ity which would also justify .every 
form of criminality on the part of a 
labor union, and every form of vio­ 
lence, corruption and fraud, from mur­ 
der to bribery and ballot-box stuffing 
in politics." 


He sees in these attacks the terror 
which "our public actions have caused 
the corrupt men of vast wealth in the 
very marrow of theJr being/' 


The president charges that a sys­ 
tematic campaign has been conducted 
by the forces inimical to the adminis­ 
tration; that periodicals and publica­ 
tions of various sorts have been sub­ 
sidized to make insidious attacks upon 
the government's policies and to give 
a false impression concerning the law- 
defying corporations. 


In a forceful manner Mr. Roosevelt 
disclaims responsibility for the finan­ 
cial depression. 


"No gloom," he declares, “need be 
felt over the panic. There is no nation 


so absolutely sure of ultimate success 
as ours." 


Continuing. Mr. Roosevelt says: 
“I do not for a moment believe that 
the 
actions 
of 
the 
administration 
have brought on business distress. So 
far as this is due to local and not 
world-wido causes, it is due to the 
speculative folly and flagrant dishon­ 
esty of a few men of great wealth who 
seek to shield themselves from the 
effects of their wrong-doing by ascrib­ 
ing its results to the actions of those 
who havo sought to put a stop to the 
wrong-doing. 


"But if It were true that to cut out 
rottenness 
from 
tho 
body 
politic 
meant a momentary check to our un­ 
healthy seeming prosperity, I should 
not for one moment hesitate to put 
the knife to the corruption." 


While the president expresses re­ 
gret that stockholders may suffer from 
unsettled business conditions, he holds 
that they aro in a measure responsi­ 
ble for the conditions by permitting 
dishonest officers to manage the busi­ 
ness.

The seriously injured are: William

The rolling mill had been shut down 
for three months and was to have 
resumed work Monday. All the boilers 
and machiner** V I been overhauled 
during the suspension. The men were 
preparing to begin work, when from 
some cause not yet ascertained one 
of a number of boilers blow up. The 
wholo building in which tho boilers 
were located was wrecked, and the 
dead men were found under the ruins. 
Those killed were well-known citizens 
and are survived by largo families. 
The loss to the plant is estimated at 
$75,000.

How It Is Reclaimed from Scrap Heap 


Material.

and visit a modern rubber factory, it 
is safe to say that his astonishment 
would be expressed not so much at 
the machinery used in the 
manufac- 


aure of rubber as at the materials 
used in the makeup of the rubber 


both surfaces of the body, as well as 3 goods of our times. Every one knows 
the head and limbs, so that it can 
•careelv be supposed they have, been 
^developed for climbing, indeed, only 
a. few species climb, but these have 
found the assistance afforded by the 
scales on the upper side of value ia 
an ascent, and habitually make use of 
them as climbing irons. 


Quite a different type of climbing, 


or rather hanging, apparatus has been 
developed in the sloths of tropical 
America, which spend their time in 
the tree tops, where they remain 
suspended back downward by their 
hook-like claws. These claws, which 
may be three or two, have been modi- 
fied from ordinary claws, and afford a 
striking instance of adaptation to an 
abnormal mode of life. The thumb of 
ba_ts is likewise modified into a hook- 
like claw—also used for suspending 
purposes when the creatures hang 
head 
upward. Generally, however, 


bats suspend themselves head down- 
ward by the hind claws, 
grasping 


power being retained by the toes, so 
that the modification has not been car- 
ried to the same extent as in sloths, 
in which the claws act in a mechani- 
cal manner. 


Certain bats appear to have found 


their hook-like thumbs and hind feet 
insufficient for suspension, and have 
made use of the sucker principle for 
this purpose. This mode of suspen- 
sion has been developed independently 
in two distinct bats, one a native of 
Brazil and the other of Madagascar. 
In the Brazilian species the suckers 
take the form of stalked disks attach- 
ed to the palms of the thumbs and the 
soles of the feet. The suckers of the 
Malagasy species are horseshoe-like. 
By means of the suckers these bats 
are able to ascend vertical surfaces 
.Very curious is it to note the similar- 
ity between the suckers of these bats 
and those on the arms of cuttlefishes.

Harmony in Color 


B y M a r t h a C u ttler. 


[LL the colors have certain definite qualities. 
They are not only 


light or dark in themselves, but some colors reflect more light 
than others, and are thus capable of changing the light in a 
room. 
They are classified according to their luminosity in this 


order: 
yellow, orange, green, red, blue and purple. 
Yellow and 


orange with their tints and shades will bring sunshine 
and 
warmth into a dark room. 
Green and red with their tints and 
shades, unless they are too dark, have little effect in changing the light, while 
blue and purple may be used in very bright rooms. 
The classification accord­ 
ing to warmth and-coldness is quite similar. 
The warm colors are yellows, 
red-browns, reds and olive greens; the cold colors blue-green, blue, purple and 
the neutral tones of the warm colors. 
The character and atmosphere of a 
room—its coziness or its formality—are dependent upon this decided char­ 
acteristic of colors. 
A room with dark-red walls and rich hangings suggests 
the coziness of an open fire on a winter’s evening—a green room the cool 
restful shade of .the forest on a wiirm summer’s day, while warm golden yel­ 
low suggests sunshine itself. 
The cold colors recede from us and hence form 
good backgrounds and make a small room appear larger. 
The warm colors 
advance, make good bits of contrasting color against the colder tones, and make 
a room appear smaller. The darker shades of all the colors draw the walls of 
a room together more than the lighter tints. 
Light colors make an entire 
house appear large and airy. 
Ceilings may be made to appear higher with 
light retiring colors, and lower with the advancing and dark colors. 


A room with blue- walls will appear much larger than a room with red 
walls, while one with light-green Avails will appear much larger than one with 
dark green or with light yellow.—Harper’s Bazar.

Individual Responsibility. - 


By President 'Woodrow Wilson. 


E find many things done under forms of corporate organization 
which are clearly against the public welfare as well as against all 
principles of private morality, and so we strike at corporations, 
and striking at corporations, embarrass the business of the coun­ 
try. 
There is no such thing as corporate morality or corporate 


integrity or corporate responsibility. 
Every transaction that Is 
against the public welfare or right principle can be traced, if we 
will but take the pains to trace it, to some individual or body of individuals 
who are responsible for it, and those individuals should be punished without 
fear or favor, without checking the courses of the country's business. 
We 
must analyze our now methods of business so as to rediscover the individual 
in them and hold him to his personal responsibility. This, and not methods of 
government supervision, is the task of the enlightened lawyer and legislature, 
if we would bring back to America her great fame and leadership in the 
world of politics and law. 
It is difficult; it can be accomplished only by the 
most careful analysis of the facts; but it can be accomplished, and it will 
set us free alike*“ from individual crime in the field of business and from 
governmental tutelage in the field of politics. 
Our Jtwo tasks are to break up 
monopolies and rediscover the individual in all matters of legal responsibility. 
Governmental supervision will not free us or moralize it; it will in the long 
run ensave us and demoralize us. 
But individual responsibility and an 
impartial enforcement of the law against those who are actually responsible 
will bring us alike freedom and public morals.

There is a group of African rodents, 
eslgnated scaly-tailed squirrels, the 
inhers of which seem to havo felt 
£fcces&ity of additional aid for the 
^arpose of tree-climbing. 
They have 
accordingly developed on the under 
urface of the tail certain structures 
hich may be compared to the cliiub- 
ng Irons used by workmen. 
These 
take the form of a few 
transverse 
rows of large, triangular, horny scales, 
with their points directed backward. 
These scales, when pressed against 
the bark of a tree, must afford mate- 
al aid in climbing. Another group 
animals in which "climbing irons” 
ve been developed is that of the 
y anteaters, or pangolins, of India 
nd Asia—creatures which look more 
like living fir-cones than mammals. 
The scales—much larger than those 
of the scaly-tailed 
squirrels—cover 
both surfaces of the body, as well as 
the head and limbs, so that it can 
scarcely be supposed they have, been 
developed for climbing. Indeed, only 
a few species climb, but these have 
found the assistance afforded by the 
scales on the upper side of value in 
an ascent, and habitually make use of 
them as climbing irons. 


Quite a different type of climbing, 
or rather hanging, apparatus has been 
developed In the sloths of tropical 
America, which spend their time in 
the tree tops, where 
they remain 
suspended back downward by 
their 
hook-like claws. These claws, which 
may be three or two, have been modi­ 
fied from ordinary claws, and afford a 
striking instance of adaptation to an 
abnormal mode of life. 
The thumb of 
b$ts is Likewise modified Into a hook­ 
like claw—also used for suspending 
purposes when the 
creatures 
hang 
head 
upward. Generally, 
however, 
bats suspend themselves head down­ 
ward by the hind claws, 
grasping 
power being retained by the toes, so 
that the modification has not been car­ 
ried to the same extent as in sloths, 
in which the claws act In a mechani­ 
cal manner. 


Certain bats appear to have found 
their hook-like thumbs and hind feet 
insufficient for suspension, and have 
made use of the sucker principle for 
this purpose. 
This mode of suspen­ 
sion has been developed independently 
in two distinct bats, one a native of 
Brazil and the other of Madagascar. 
In the Brazilian species the suckers 
take the form of stalked disks attach­ 
ed to the palms of the thumbs and the 
soles of the feet. The suckers of the 
Malagasy species are horseshoe-like. 
By means of the suckers these bats 
are able to asce»d vertical surfaces 
.Very curious is it to note the similar­ 
ity between the suckers of these bats 
and those on the arms of cuttlefishes. 
The geckos which run up the walls 
and over the ceilings of houses 
in 
warm countries 
afford 
another in­ 
stance of the sucker principle. 
Bats 
are not the only 
mammals /which 
have availed themselves of the suck­ 
er. 
In the Malay islands and 
the 
Philippines dwell large-eyed and slen- 
der-limbed llttfle lemur-like creatures 
known as tarsiers, Whose habits 
are 
uoctumal. In these weird little ani­ 
mals the tips of the toes are expanded 
into cushion-like disks, capable of act­ 
ing like suckeis, by means of which 
they ascend such smooth surfaces as 
the stems of bamboos. 


Hoofed, or ungulate, mammals, such 
as sheep, pigs, camels and elephants, 
have given up using their fore-limbs 
in a hand-like 
manner and employ 
them solely for progression. Conse­ 
quently, tree climbing is out of their 
line. Iu Africa and Syria there occur, 
however, certain representatives 
of 
the order known as rock rabbits, 
or 
hyrax, the Syrian species being the 
one referred to In the Bible as the 
coney (the old name of the rabbit). 
Certain African hyraxes have, how­ 
ever, taken to tree climbing,#and the 
way they manage it is this: 
In each 
foot the sole is somewhat cup-shaped, 
and by the aid of muscular action, 
the centre can be more elevated, so 
that when the edges are applied to the 
bark the foot acta like a sucker. 


This sucker-like action in the feet 
of the tree hyraxes is probably of re­ 
cent origin, since it Is certain that 
these animals have taken to an arbo­ 
real life at a *ate stage in their ca-; 
reer. 
Enlisting the services of the 
tail to act as a fifth hand In climbing 
is, on the other hand, in all probabil­ 
ity a feature of great antiquity, seeing 
that it occurs In the American opos­ 
sums, which are among the oldest of 
mammals. 
Doubtless, however, this 
development of grasping power in the 
tail has occurred independently in sev­ 
eral groups. 


It is found not only in the American 
opossums, but also in the Australian 
cousins, which naturalists 
designate 
phalangers, and 
likewise 
in 
most 
South American monkeys, as well as 
in the tree anteaters and tree porcu­ 
pines of America, 
In all these the 
extremity of the tail has 
a portion 
of its lower or upper surface naked 
and marked by traverse ridges and 
grooves, which, when 
applied to 
a 
bough by curling the tail-tip round it, 
give great grasping power. The fact 
that either the upper or the lower 
surface of the tip may be naked im­ 
plies the independent origin of the 
grasping power in different groups. 
Prehensile tails are more common 
among mammals inhabiting the for­ 
ests of tropical America than any­ 
where else. The kinkajou, a relative 
of the raccon, is a creature in which 
this feature is developed. So great 
is the grasping power of tails of this 
type that opossums and spider mon­ 
keys, when shot, will remain suspend­ 
ed. In spider monkeys the thumb has 


disappeared, although whether this Is 
connected with the 
development of 
grasping power in the tail is not easy 
to decide. Probably there is no con­ 
nection between the two features, the 
loss of the thumb peing the com­ 
mencement of the reduction of the 
hand to the hook-like organ 
of the 
sloths. 


RUBBER. 


How It Is Reclaimed from Scrap Heap 


Material. 


Could Charles Goodyear, the father 
of the rubber Industry, return to life 
and visit a modern rubber factory, it 
is safe to say that his astonishment 
would be expressed not so much at 
the machinery used in tho manufac- 
aure of rubber as at the 
materials 
used In the makeup 
of tho 
rubber 
goods of our times. Every one knows 
that it is practically impossible 
to 
find a pure rubber article on tho mar­ 
ket in these days, and one often hears 
the rubber manufacturer arraigned as 
a conscienceless 
defrauder. But let 
the public, which stands in judgment 
on the manufacturer, stop to consider 
its own part in the case. One con­ 
cern informs us that it pays $1.40 a 
pound wholesale for crude Para rub­ 
ber and 23 cents a pound for canvas, 
yet it makes up and eells rubber hose 
for 25 cents a pound. Problem: Find 
the profit. There 
is no method of 
adulterating canvas, although 
to be 
sure it forms a relatively small part 
by weight of the hose. If any profit is 
to be made it must come out of the 
rubber, and the public, which refuses 
to pay more than one-fifth as much for 
the finished product as the manufac­ 
turer does 
for the 
raw 
material, 
should find no fault with the quality 
of the goods it receives. 


Were it not for the invention of a 
process for reclaiming old rubber, the 
lot of the manufacturer 
would be a 
hard one. Fortunatly for him, he is 
not dependent upon 
the forests 
of 
Brazil or Central 
America 
for the 
precious gum. 
Rubber has been Im­ 
ported into this country for nearly a 
century, and since 
the material 
is 
proof against all ordinary deteriorat­ 
ing influences, 
it follows 
that 
the 
country is stocked with a large supply 
of the material in scrap form, to be 
sure, but rubber nevertheless, and ca­ 
pable of being reclaimed by a simple 
process and remanufactured into new 
goods. 


Rubber in its 
raw, 
unvulcanized 
state becomes soft and plastic when 
heated at a 
moderate 
temperature, 
while cold renders it quite stubborn 
and hard. The vulcanizing process 
consists in adding to the gum a cer­ 
tain proportion 
of 
sulphur, 
which 
when mechanically combined with the 
rubber and then subjected 
to heat 
gives it a permanent character which 
is unaffected by variations in temper­ 
ature. The material 
may be 
made 
hard or soft as desired, according to 
the quantity of sulphur which is added 
to it. 
While the sulphur remains in 
combination with the rubber, the lat­ 
ter cannot be worked 
over 
and re­ 
moulded Into new goods. 
The vulcan­ 
izing or reclaiming process, consists 
then In extracting or nullifying 
the 
sulphur and thus reducing the rubber 
to its original workable state. There 
are several reclaiming 
processes In 
common use and they form a most im­ 
portant part of the rubber industry.— 
Scientific American. 


Trained to Know Vanderbilts. 


To'train every horse on her estate 
to know her and her son is the feat 
that has been accomplished by Mrs. 
Alfred Vanderbilt, the 
mistress 
of 
Oakland Farm, at Portsmouth, 
near 
Newport. 


Mrs. Vanderbilt and her son, Wil­ 
liam, go about the 
immense 
place 
with Mr. Vanderbilt on his tours of 
inspection. When the horses are being 
trained, or driven in the show ring, 
Mrs. Vanderbilt and her boy are there, 
too. 


Every day It is Mrs. Vanderbilt's 
custom, accompanied by Master Wil­ 
liam, a bright little chap with golden 
hair, to give each horse a piece 
of 
lump sugar. 


Then they go to the stables where 
the farm horses are housed. Even the 
dogs receive like attentions. 


Mrs. Vanderbilt knows every man, 
woman and child on the estate by 
name, and always has a kindly word 
for each.

CAN’T PUNISH SUICIDE, 


It Is Therefore Hard to Punish an 
Attempt at Suicide. 


The way of a man who commits or 
attempts to commit suicide has pre­ 
sumably been hard; but his way as a 
transgressor is not always made hard­ 
er by the law. 


In the case of a successful suicide 
there is an insuperable difficulty in 
the way of punishment. 
Therefore, 
says the American Law Review, the 
impossibility of punishing suicide it­ 
self may prevent punishment for an 
unsuccessful attempt. 


This is so in Maine, as the result 
of a statute providing for the punish­ 
ment of attempts to oomrait a crime, 
which fixes the punishment as one- 
haUf of that for the crime itself. There 
being no punishment possible for the 
crime, there is held to be none for 
the attempt. 


The Maine statutes contain a provi­ 
sion that where no punishment is pro­ 
vided by statute a person convicted 
of an offence shall be imprisoned for 
not less than one year or fined not 
exceeding $500. 
The 
view 
would 
seem possible that as suicide was at 
common law punished by forfeiture 
and ignominious burial, it is still 
a 
crime and comes under the punish­ 
ment provided by this section; and 
that while punishment can never be 
inflicted, yet the half of it is applica­ 
ble under the statute first above re­ 
ferred to. 
Assistance in the suicide 
of another, however, is not to be giv- 
en with impunity. 


Thief Has Mania for Clocks. 
Residents in the nreighborhood of 
Fifth avenue and 65th street are think­ 
ing of locking up all their watches 
and clocks to safeguard them from 
the pilfering fingers of a mysterious 
person who seems to have no liking 
for money or jewelry, but considers it 
worth while to break into a house 
merely for a watch or clock t&at m ay’ 
strike his fancy.

nue, is one victim of the man's pecu­ 
liar mania. 
Last Saturday 
morning 
she 
discovered

handsome 
rhinestone clock presented to her last 
Christmas by her boarders had myster­ 
iously disappeared. 
Nothing else in 
tji£ house was disturbed. 
Mrs. Louis 
Starr, Jr., who lives on the fifth floor 
of 635 Park avenue, half a dozen blocks 
away, left her apartments for 20 min­ 
utes, and when she returned found her 
handsome watch and chain, valued at 
$400, missing, A pin cushion and bur­ 
eau drawers, gleaming with brooches 
and rings worth several times 
that 
amount, were left 
untouched.—New 
York Herald.

INDIAN SUPERSTITION*« 


The Whirlwind and the Thunder Ob­ 
jects of Curious Theories, 


The Dakota« believe that there is a 
close relation between the whirlwind 
and tho fluttering wings of a moth. 
The cocoon Is regarded as tho myste­ 
rious object from which a power simi­ 
lar to that of the whirlwind emanates, 
as attested by the emergence from it 
of tho moth. 


Dr, Wisslor explains in “Discovery” 
that the whirlwind meant by the Dako« 
ta is the harmless little whirl one 
sees upon the plains every clear day. 
The long, slender column betraying its 
presence maikes a profound impres­ 
sion upon the Indian. 


In the whirlwind 
somehow 
and 
somewhere resides the power to pro­ 
duce confusion of mind. Thus it was 
natural that its aid should have been 
invoked by the warriors on going Into 
battle, for to be as Intangible, invisi­ 
ble and destructive as tho wind was 
their one great desire. When a man 
loses his presence of mind he is said 
to have been overcome by the whirl­ 
wind. 


A cocoon of a moth taken with a 
portion of the twig upon which It was 
found and wrapped in an eagle plume, 
or down, is regarded as a perpetual 
prayer to the power of the whirlwind. 
This prayer is not only symbolized by 
tho genuine cocoon worn upon the 
person but also by Its image in stuffed 
buckskin or by its sketched or painted 
representation. 


The Blackfeet see a relation be­ 
tween the moth and sleep a*d appeal 
to it when they desire to have dreams, 
for with them power is always con­ 
ferred in a dream. In the case of un­ 
requited levs the whirlwind Is in 
voked. It is believed that it can con­ 
fuse the mind of a girl to such a de­ 
gree that she cannot resist the plead­ 
ings of the enamoured swain. 


Some of the Da.kotas believe that 
the bear controls the power of the 
whirlwind, and that a prayer must be 
addressed to the animal for the as­ 
sistance of the whirlwind. Sometimes 
a person will receive power from the 
bear In a dream or vision, and thus 
come to have the aid of tho whirlwind 
because of the conceived relation be­ 
tween the two. 
Finally the power of 
the whirlwind is also supposed to be 
associated with the buffalo and the 
spider web. 


A deity of equal importance among 
the Indians of the plains is the thun­ 
der, which usually is associated with 
military exploits. 
While the Dakotas 
generally regard the thunder as a bird 
usually symbolized by the eagle, they 
sometimes speak of it as a horse, a 
man or a dog. 


The horse has always appealed to 
them as a creature of mysterious ori­ 
gin, and in many cases is assumed to 
have been given by the thunder. In 
any event there is an association in 
their minds between the power of a 
warhorse and the thunder. 


The thunder is often represented by 
a zigzag1 or wavy line, usually In red; 
but Dr. Wissler says that this symbol 
really represents the power of the phe­ 
nomenon in the abstract, because the 
Indian lacks the conception of a force 
in nature, bo that the symbol Is also 
a general sign for the presence of 
mysterious supernatural power. 


Whistles made from the leg and 
wing bones of eaglea are employed by 
the Kakotas to symbolize the cry of 
the eagle as a representative of the 
thunder bird. In battle or sometimes 
in stress of great trial they are sound­ 
ed to summon the aid o? the power of 
the thunder. As a rule a zigzag line 
Is scratched down the sides of these 
whistles. 


The yellow winged woodpecker is 
looked upon as an associate of the 
thunder bird, because when a storm is 
approaching it utters a shrill cry not 
unlike the sound of. the whistle, and 
i3 believed to be speaking to the thun­ 
der. 


The spider is spoken of as a friend 
of the thunder and it Is the general 
belief that the thunder will never harm 
it, so that it is itself a protection 
against thunder. 
The observed fact 
that a spider manufactures a web and 
that this web is not destroyed by ar­ 
rows or bullets, 
since 
they 
pass 
through it, leaving only a hole, is cit­ 
ed as the basis for the conception that 
the spider has power to protect people 
from harm. 


Shifting Rio Grande Sand. 


“Our chief work/1 said Mr. Zayas, 
“will bo to place monuments on the 
many 'bancos' which have been left 
by the Rio Grande in its frequent 
changes of course. Almost every year 
the Rio Grande changes its course 
in many places, washing away the 
banks on one side and leaving dry 
land, or what was once its river bed 
on the other. 


“In the past it has been the cus­ 
tom for the dry land or ‘bancos' so 
left by the change of the river to re­ 
main under the jurisdiction of the 
country which owned it previous to 
the river changing its course. 
The 
Boundary Commission, however, do 
cided some time ago that the interests 
of both countries 
could 
be 
better 
served if the ‘bancos* left by the riv­ 
er by the alteration of its course shall in 
future belong to the country on whose 
side of the river they are left. As the 
result, much of the Jand which was 
once Mexico's now belongs to the 
United States, and a great part of 
what was formerly United States is 
now Mexican territory, 


“I am not prepared to say just how 
much has been transferred by one 
country to the other under the new 
ruling of the commission, but I am 
sure that in the long run the amount 
of territory thus transferred will be 
about equal from each side/'—Sau An­ 
tonio Express. 


MODERN INDIAN ROMANCI. 


Will the Girl, Educated at Carlisle* 
Refuse to Be Bought for Four 
Ponlei? 


Unsuccessful in his suit to win the 
hand of an Indian maiden who is in 
the Carlisle 
Indian 
school, Charlie 
Red Horse, whose 
name in tho Ute 
language is unpronounceable, sat in 
the Union depot last night awaiting 
tho departure of an eastbound train, 
having in his pocket a scrawled let­ 
ter from the girl’s parents on tho New 
Mexican Ute reservation telling that 
the girl had been sold to him for the 
sum of four 
ponies. The 
question 
now arises, and Charles has evidently 
overlooked it, whether or ndt the girl 
who has enjoyed four years schooling 
in Carlisle will be willing 
to marry 
him, simply because the Indian went 
through tho primeval custom of hand­ 
ing over four ponies to the girl’s par­ 
ents, who are in need of stock. 


There is much of Indian 
romance 
connected with tho story of Charlie 
and his fair Ute maiden 
of Carliso, 
whose name he pronouncod in the Uto 
l&nguagc, but did not know the Eng­ 
lish interpretation. Both 
wore chil­ 
dren together 
on 
the 
reservation 
years ago. 
The girl was placed in 
the Carlisle scnool when she was 15 
years old, while Charlie was appoint­ 
ed as one of tho Indian police on the 
reservation. When Charlie concluded 
that it was about 
time for him to 
marry he began looking for a bride 
among the maidens of the Utes on the 
reservation, and findiug none whose 
beauty compared with she who had 
gone to the Indian school years be­ 
fore he concluded that he must win 
tho affections of the girl at Carlisle. 
Consequently two months ago ho went 
to the school, obtained a hearing with 
the girl, received 
no encouragomentj 
and concluded that the best thing for 
him to do was to work in tho Ameri­ 
can way and win the sanction of the 
prospective parents-in-law. In conse­ 
quence he hurried to the reservation, 
looked up the poor and aged parents 
of the girl and 
set about winning 
their sanction to his marriage 
with 
their daughter. 


The contract 
was finally 
made, 
through the handing over by Charlie 
of the best four ponies on the reserva­ 
tion. With the letter from the par­ 
ents In his pocket he is now on his 
way to the Indian school, whore 
he 
will present the written wishes of the 
parents to the girl with the hope that 
she will return 
with 
him. Charlie 
says that he can care for her in the 
best possible manner, and this is not 
doubtful, as the police on the reserv­ 
ation are usually the most 'prosperous 
of all tho Indians. Anyway 
Charlie 
left Denver last night with high hopes 
of his ultimate success. It 
is Char­ 
lie's intention to bring the girl back 
to the reservation, presupposing that 
she is willing to come, for it is hardly 
probable that a sale such as Charlie 
concluded with tho parents will hold 
good with a girl who is about to grad­ 
uate from the great school.—Denver 
Republican.

The opening of the Queen's thea­ 
tre in Shaftesbury avenue, London, 
revives the following recollection: 


The first Queen's theatre was so 
called in honor of good Queen Anne, 
and was opened in 1705.

cession of King George it became the 
King’s. Rebuilt in 1790, still as the 
King's, on tho succession of Queen 
Victoria It became Her Majesty's, and 
Mr. Tree's handsome playhouse, His 
Majesty's, now occupies the same site. 
Another Queen's was there off Totten­ 
ham Court road, for the house which 
the Bancrofts made famous as the 
Prince of Wales 
was in 
its early 
years known by that title. The Queen's 
theatre freshest in playgoers' memo­ 
ries, however, is the one which, in 
1867, was opened In Longacre. 
For­ 
merly St. Martin's Hall, this play­ 
house, second only to Old Drury for 
size in that part of London, had no 
very fortunate career; but in its com­ 
panies it boasted of many famous 
names: Toole, Brough, Charles Wynd- 
ham, Phelps, and—Henry Irving.— 
New York Globe.

But, Alas! They Are Merely "Models." 


The models of the malarial mos- 


quito that have just been installed in 
the centre of Synoptic Hall, on taa 
ground floor, are the result of a pro- 
digious amount of labor that no ona 
would dream of. Dr. B. E. Danigren, 
under whose direction they were put 
together, gave practically a year's 
time to ihein. and he had one or iv.-o 
assistants for ti'-e sum-.? period. Some 
idea of the work involved may 
!><? 


gathered from the faci that it took 
a man a full day to put the n::ishing 
touches on one cf the logs, each of 
the endless number cf celluloid scales 
having to be fastened separately to 
the wooden frame. 
These legs are 


ever a yard long, the model snowing 
an enlargement of seventy-five diam- 
eters—which means that it is as big 
as 421.875 mosquitoes merged into 
one. 
That the mind may ac least 


make an effort to grasp this a mos- 
quito that had once been alive 
is 


shown in the same case with the mod- 
el of the male—the chief one of the 
four. 
This model is a panicularly 


fine piece of work. The hundreds of 
beads that make up the two eyes are 
of dark iridescent glass, and each has 
been put in separately so that the 
sweet color effect might be secured. 
The antennae and the biting apparat- 
us are also of glass, being spun to 
needle points In the former instances. 
For the wings oiled silk has been 
employed, the scales that give The 
familiar spotted appearance being of 
celluloid.

Some of the wonders of tho volcanic 
world were graphically described in 
a lecture at the Londou institution 
yesterday by Mr. W. Herbert Garri­ 
son, F. R. G. S., who has climbed Vol­ 
canoes in all parts of the world. 


“The greatest noise on record,” he 
said, “was made by the eruption of 
Krakatoa, in the Straits of Sunda, be­ 
tween Java and Sumatra in 1883.” 
Here are a few striking facts about 
tho eruption that Mr. Garrison men­ 
tioned: 


It caused a cloud seventeen miles 
high. 


It was heard 3,000 miles away. 
If it had taken place in Cornwall it 
could have been heard in New York, 
Constantinople, St. Petersburg, Cairo 
and Greenland. 


The velocity of the explosion was 
three times that of an army gun. 


It raised tidal waves 100 feet high 
that invaded the land for five miles. 


It created dust ‘finer than any rock 
can be ground by man. 


This dust wa3 carried round the 
earth for three years in the air. 


It caused air waves that encircled 
the earth seven times. 


It broke windows seven miles dis­ 
tant.

the bride’s parents. 
The church* mu­ 
sic, decorations, carriages 
for 
the 
bridal party and all refreshments ave 
no responsibility of the bridegroum- 
elect. 


To begin with, the invitations for 
the. wedding are sent out two weeks 
before the date of the ceremony. They 
are issued in the names of the bride's 
parents or guardians, and if there is 
to be a reception after the ceremony 
at the • church a separate engraved 
card is enclosed stating at what time 
and where that function will be held. 
The forms for this and the invitation 
to the church may be secured from 
any reliable stationer. 


The bride invites intimate friends 
to be her attendants, and if the bride­ 
groom has a sister, even though she 
may live in another town and be a 
stranger, it is only courtesy to in­ 
clude her in the bridal party. 
The 
most intimate friend is usually re­ 
quested to be maid of honor. 


The ushers are selected 
by 
the 
bridegroom from among his friends, 
and if the prospective bride has a 
brother, he is asked to be in the 
bridal party. 


Invitations are *sent out at least 
two weeks ahead. 


It is customary for the bridegroom 
to give a bachelor dinner to his ush­ 
ers and other friends a few evenings 
before the wedding, and the bride 
gives a luncheon, or a “dove” dinner, 
to her attendants a few days before 
changing her name. 


As to the church decorations, they 
may be simple or elaborate, as de- ' 
sired. 
It is the custom now to have | 
the main aisle in the front portion of 
the church roped off with wide white 
satin ribbon. 
These ribbons are fast- \ 
ened to the ends of the pews just 
before the bridal party enters and are 
not taken up until after the ceremony 
has been read and the bridal party 
has left the church, for in this sec­ 
tion all the relatives 
and 
special 
friends of both families are seated. 


Ushers seat the guests as they come 
until the bride’s mother arrives. This 
means that the bridal party is wait­ 
ing to enter and no more guests are 
admitted. 
The bride’s mother is tak­ 
en by a usher to her seat in the 
front pew on the left side 
of the 
church. 
Then the usher returns to 
the back of the edifice. 
The bride­ 
groom’s parents or nearest relatives 
are in a corresponding pew on the 
right side.

As the ushers arrive at the chancel 
they turn to the right and group 
themselves where they are to stand 
during the ceremony. 
The 
brides­ 
maids take a similar place at the left, 
leaving the couple to be married alone 
in the centre. 


The father stands at one side until 
he gives away the bride. 
After this 
part in the ceremony he steps back 
into the pew to join his wife. 


During the service the bride gives 
her bouquet to the maid of honor, so 
the clergyman may take her hand, 
and the maid of honor keeps the flow­ 
ers until after the ceremony, when she 
returns them, and then puts back the 
bride’s veil% 


In leaving the church the newly 
married couple leads the procession, 
unless there is a flower girl. 
They 
are followed by the maid of honor 
and best man, walking together, then 
each usher beside a bridesmaid. 


Having taken the wedding party 
from the church, the ushers return 
and take out the bride’s parents and 
those of the bridegroom, 
It is the 
height of rudeness for any~one to 
leave the church before the bridal 
party departs.—From the New York 
Evening Telegram.

“M O D E L ” M O SQ U IT O E S. 


But, Alas! They Are Merely “Models.” 


The models ’ of the malarial mos­ 
quito that have just been installed in 
the centre of Synoptic Hall, on the 
ground floor, are the result of a pro­ 
digious amount of labor th at no ono 
would dream of. 
Dr. B. E, Dahlgren, 
under whose direction they were put 
together, gave practically 
a 
year’s 
time to them, and he had one or two 
assistants for the same period. Some 
idea of the work involved may be 
gathered from the fact that it took 
a man a full day to put the finishing 
touches on one of the legs, each of 
the endless number of celluloid scales 
having to be fastened separately to 
the wooden frame. 
These legs are 
over a yard long, the model showing 
an enlargement of seventy-five diam­ 
eters—which means that it is as big 
as 421,875 mosquitoes merged into 
one. 
That the mind may at least 
make an effort to grasp this a mos­ 
quito that had once been alive 
is 
shown in the same case with the mod­ 
el of the male—the chief one of the 
four. 
This model is a particularly 
fine piece of work. 
The hundreds of 
beads that make up the two eyes are 
of dark iridescent glass, and each has 
been put in separately so that the 
sweet color effect might be secured. 
The antennae and the biting apparat­ 
us are also of glass, being spun to 
needle points in the former instances. 
For the wings oiled silk has been 
employed, the scales th at give the 
familiar spotted appearance being of 
celluloid. 
Wax also enters into the 
construction of this model. Dr. Dahl­ 
gren using whatever material bests 
suited his purpose. The other models 
are the female mosquito, a cross sec­ 
tion showing the internal organs; the 
larva and the pupa.—Brooklyn Life.

Raising Peppermint for Oil. 


The cultivation of pepperment for 
the oil was demonstrated as a suc­ 
cessful crop in this section of Iowa 
this year by Robert UJrath of Han­ 
cock county, who has havested four 
acres of mint which netted him a 
profit of $65 per acre, the oil selling 
for $2.GO 
per pound. 
The season 
was wet and cold, which retarded 
the crop which was raised on semi­ 
wet land. 


The mint is cultivated like corn, 
being drilled, in rowed one way, har­ 
vested with a mower and horse rake, 
and hauled in basket racks. 
Two 
vats holding forty or more barrels, 
fitted with tight covers, are made 
to receive the mint which is pressed 
down as tightly as possible and the lid 
closed. 
A steam engine forces steani 
into the bottom of the vat, a pipe 
from the top leading to a system of 
tin pipes which 
are »cooled 
with 
streams of water constantly poured 
over them 
which 
condenses 
the 
steam and from a carry pipe comes 
the distillation water and oil, The 
water is easily drawn off as the 
oil rises, 
Weeds make no trouble, 
only add to the bulk in handling.?— 
Des Moines Register and Leader.
